The only difference now la tlint the 
habit has been acquired by a different .-iot of 
people who think of the one-way, traffic an 
going in the opposite direction. 

One of these people !s Philip Murray, presi- 
dent of the CIO. It Is clear from .his recent 
Htatementa that he Is opposed to government 
interference In collective bargaining or re- 
F^ulatlon of almost any union action short of 
violence. But he favors strong legal restric- 
tions of buslncsj. 

In an Interview published by the United 
States News. Mr. Murray told members of 
that magazine's staff what he belleve.i labor 
does and docs not want from government. 
Ha advocated Immediate relntroductlon of 
the Wagner act, and said ho could not com- 
prehend any legislation that could prove 
more successful than It had been. 

He did not want injunctions. Ho thought 
the courts could step in where picketing ro- 
anlted In riolence without the need of any 
ban on mass picketing. He opposed non-com- 
munlJrt affldavltfl. 

He was aBaIn.st boycotts and for 80-day 
strike notices. But did not favor any law 
to prohibit the one or require the other, 
opposed letting companies sue unions for 
contract violations. He dldnt think the gov- 
ernment .should ban Jurisdictional strikes. 
He thought the ripht granted employers to 
talk freely to workers before a bargaining 
agent election was one of the vicious pro- 
visions of the Taft-Hartley law. 

In short. Mr. Murray thinks the people and 
the fiovernmcnt .should accept his assurance 
that all union officers and members are 
people of wisdom and good lalth. and there- 
fore Immune to any legal curbs on activities. 

On the other hand, Mr. Murray thinks busi- 
ness and Industry need a good many curbs, 
In his annaul report to the CIO convention 
he advocated, among other things, Immediate 
and permanent price controls (but no wage 
controls), and allocation and rationing of 
essential materials, commodities and foods. 

Mr. Murray wants an excess profits tax. 
He also wants basic Industry to odopt an 
"nll-out program of plant, expansion" after 
those profits have been drained off. How. ho 
doesn't say. But he told the United States 
News that where the steel Industry "of Its 
own free will doesn't care to Invest the ncc 
casary capital" to expand, the government 
should step In and do it.* 

All this seems Just as one-sided, short- 
sighted and wrong-headed as the most nig- 
ged Individualist of those "economic royal- 
ists" whom Mr. Roosevelt used to excorloto. 
And, like economic torytsm, the Murray pro- 
gram would almost surely create a wave of 
public IndlEmatlon that In the end would in- 
jure thase whom It was designed to favor. 

For this reason, as well as for others, Mr. 
Murray's Influential views seem to us to be 
about the best argument yet advanced 
against reviving the Wagner act. Intact and 
unamended. 



MADA^lIE CHIANG'S VISIT 
The more the American people hear about 
these appeals for aid to China, the more they 
must feel there is somethlns about It all that 
doesn't add up. 

If anything, Mme. Chiang Kal-.shck's pre- 
ficnt visit to the United Stales must be adding 
to the doubt in the American people's minds. 
Her attitude and her actions inst arent quite 
In keeping with what we would expect of an 
emissary seeking relief for a distressed coun- 
try. 

It is common knowledge Iti Washington 
that Madame Chiang Is Ju.ii about the mo.st 
difficult guest to satisfy with all her demand: 
for service and luxury. Her lavLsh use of silk 
bedclothes and her Insistence upon thel; 
being changed nearly every time .-ihc gets in 
and out of bed arc things the American 
people Just don't understand— particularly 
on the part of one representing hcr.sell to 
be gravely alarmed over the pUghl of her 
people. 

If the ways of the American people were 
foreign to Madame Chiang It would be a dlt' 
fcrent story, but since she was educated In 
this country and understands our make-up 
there Ir no excuse to temper our thinking. 

For one who Is seeking relief for the Chi 
nesc people and military aid for her national 
1st government, Madame Chiang la demon- 
strating exceptionally poor taste. As "a sales 
woman she is using bad psychology.
